I want to call your attention especially to our new De- 
partment of Civics, installed at the last Federation meeting. 
The work that has been done through this department in 
many of the States has been productive of great good, both 
to general and local communities. The aggregate of results 
can only be accomplished through the united efforts of local 
Clubs, and it is with this end in view that this circular letter 
is being sent to all Clubs in Florida State Federation. 


Much of the Club work already accomplished comes under 


this head, such as many of the V. I. A. have been struggling 
with since their first organization. Civics should be intelli- 
gently studied and discussed in every Club, and to this end 
the little “Primer of Civics,” published by the General Feder- 
ation at a cost of 10 cents, will be found very useful. Prac- 
tical work can be taken up then at once, if only some little 
thing that needs improvement in each town, to be looked 
after. ‘The necessity for a juvenile court of law, to prevent 
youthful offenders—offenders, perhaps, in a first and most 
trivial way—being thrown into a common prison or pen, 
with old, hardened criminals.

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THE SOCIETY OF AMERICAN WOMEN IN LONDCN 
AND THEIR INTERNATIONAL SCHOLARSHIP 
SCHEME 

HE scholarship scheme suggested by the Society of 
American Women in London, was formally pre- 
sented at the St. Paul Biennial, and aroused the 

greater interest at the Educational Conference. The plan 

_ presented was based on the plan of the Rhodes scholarships 

for men, and the idea is to bring two women students from 

each State in the United States for a two years’ graduate 
course at the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge or London. 

The Society of American Women in London pledged itself 

to endow in perpetuity a fund for one woman student from 

the District of Columbia, and left the endowment of the 
other scholarships open for discussion by the General I*eder- 
ation. Dean Gill, of Barnard, Prof. Sanford, of University 
of Minnesota, and Dean Sabine, of Milwaukee Downer Col- 
lege, took part in the discussion of this scheme at the con- 
ference, and expressed themselves in favor of this plan to 
establish scholarships in English Universities. Several let- 
ters were read from the presidents and deans of Women’s 
Colleges in the United States in regard to this plan, and 
with the exception of the president of one college in the 
middle west, they were all in favor of the plan. After 
much open discussion,: the conference passed resolutions 
recommending the raising of one scholarship by the Educa- 
tional Committee of the General Federation at once as an 

- experiment, and asked the various State Federations to con- 

sider the plan. 

The Society in London has already raised a large siee of 
their scholarship fund, and has distributed circulars on the 
plan of the endless chain to complete this work. Mme. 
Thayer, 122 Lexham Gardens, Kensington, London, Corre- 
sponding Secretary of the London Society, will be pleased to 
give any particulars in regard to the scholarship scheme and 
the District of Columbia fund. 

Miss Louisa B. Poppenheim, 31 M eeting street, Charles- 
ton, S. C., an honorary member of the Society of the Ameri- 
can Women in London, at the request of the Society, has 
consented to act as American Treasurer for the fund being 
raised by. the Society of American Women for their one 
scholarship, that of the District of Columbia, and she is 
authorized to receive all American contributions for this 
fund. 

The new Educational Committee of the G. F. W. C. have 
the idea of this scholarship scheme under consideration, and 
will probably formulate some plan in ‘regard to it in the 
course of a few weeks. \ 

Mme. Thayer is also an pene Fee member of the 
Lyceum Club, in London, being the Chairman of the Ameri- 
can Circle of the Lyceum Club. In connection with the 
scholarship scheme for American women, she is planning for 


this Circle to give a luncheon in November, to the 30 Rhodes 


scholars and the Educational Committee of the Society of 
American Women. 


It was a great disappointment to all who attended the St. _ 


Paul Biennial that Mrs. Webster Glynes, President of the 
Society of American Women in London, could not be present 
to give in person the details of their scholarship scheme. 
Mrs. Glynes has many warm friends and admirers in the 
Federation. as she was well known as Ella Dietz Clymer, 
the Chairman of the Advisory Board of the G. F. W. C. (the 
first hoard of officers for the General Federation), and as a 
former president of Sorosis, of New York City. Mrs. Glynes 
had planned to attend the Biennial, but the dates for the an- 
nual luncheon given by the Society of American Women in 
London, in honor of the American Ambassador and Mrs. 
Reid was fixed for Friday, June 29th, and as President of the 
Society, in charge of all arrangements, it was necessary that 
Mrs. Glynes should be in London for this function. This 
luncheon in the Hotel Cecil was a brilliant affair, and many 
distinguished speakers and guests were present. On arrival, 
bouquets were presented to Mrs. Whitelaw Reid and to Mrs. 
Longworth. Mrs. Glynes presided over the large gathering

Edward anad the President of the United States were 


coupled together and drunk with enthusiasm. Mrs. Glynes, | 


after extending a welcome to all, spoke of the aims 


and purposes of the Society, explaining their International 


Scholarship scheme.

HE Thirteenth Annual Convention of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy took place at Gulfport, Miss., 
November 14th-17th. The sessions were held in the 

pavillion at the foot of the pier of the Great Southern Hotel, 
where the majority of the delegates were quartered. The 


attendance was unusually large. and the personnel of the 


delegations showed a strength and ability which was most 
encouraging for the future usefulness of the order. The 


Credential Committee reported twenty-six States repre- 
sented, with a voting strength of 1,355. Texas headed the 


list with 148 votes; Virginia, 145; Tennessee. 122: Ala- 
bama, 101; Georgia, 95; Mississippi, 89; Kentucky, 86: 
South Carolina, 85; 
Mexico cast 1 vote. The opening exercises were most inter- 


- esting: and eloquent. Addresses of welcome from Governor 


Vardaman and Judge Hardy, the Mayor of Gulfport, and 
the Mississippi Division, through Mrs. Bell, their President, 
created such an atmosphere of cordial greeting that the dele- 
gates soon felt very much at home in Mississippi. One ot 
the interesting incidents ot the opening exercises was the 
presentation to the U. D. C. of a silk Confederate battle flag 
by Mrs. M. R. McG. Rosenberg, of Texas, through Mrs. 


Stone, of Texas; the flag to be held by the U. D. C. asa 
memorial for Mrs. Davis and kept with the-U. TD. C. official 


flags and banners. 
In receiving the flag, the Virginia delegation begged that

As the result of the work of these various Committees, a 
Committee on Revision of the Constitution and By-laws will 
present a report at the next Convention. Divisions are 
urged to arouse interest in their territory in behalf of monu- 
ments and markers for the four great battlefield parks of 
Gettysburg, Chickamauga, Vicksburg and Shiloh. The 
Confederate Monument at Arlington is brought forward as 
an-imperative work for the U. D.C. Division Recorders of 
Crosses of Honor are to be created in all Divisions and the 
minutes will be arranged in a more convenient form; a 
pamphlets of business transacted at the U. D. C. annual 
conventions being issued thirtv days after that meeting, the 
tull and detailed minutes with Chapter and Division rosters 
ippearing by April first, as directed in the Constitution. 


The amendments to the Constitution which passed at this 


convention were those making Robert’s Rules the parlia- 
nentary authority of the U. D. C., the abolishing of salaried 
fficers in the U. D. C., the giving of a vote in person to all 
ficers of the U. D. C., and the making of the Custodian of 


_*he Cross of Honor an officer of the U. D. C. 


Judge Hardy hold it while the veterans from the “Beauvoir 


Confederate Home,” who were present in the hall, pass in 
_ review before it and salute it. 


It was a touching little ent- 
sode, full of a sentiment, such as is only found in Conteder- 


ate gatherings. 


The simple ritual of the U. D. C. opened the Convention 
formally, and the Second Vice-President. Mrs. Vaught, of 


Louisiana, in behalf of the U. D. C., responded in a few well _ 


chosen words to the addresses of welcome. 
The Recording Secretary’s report showed that the U. D. 
C. since its organization had issued 1,072 charters; 102 of 


these had been issued this past year, fifteen more than had 


been issued in 1905; 2,846 certificates of membership aud 
18,225 certificates for Crosses of Honor had also been sent 
out from that office, giving a numerical estimate of the devel- 
opment of the order along these lines. 

The Treasurer's report showed total receipts of $5,825. 92: 


$1,646.62 against the balance for 1905 of $1,232. 

_ The President’s report was printed and covered all the 
decisions from her office during the past year, twenty-five in 
number, and offered thirteen recommendations for the con- 
sideration of the Association. The question of the charter 
of the Dabney H. Maury Chapter, of Philadelphia, was re- 
ferred to in this report, and this Chapter was returned its 
charter, which had been illegally returned to the U. D. C. 
The various parts of the President’s report were referred to 


the following committees: the Decision, to the Committce 


General C. I. Walker addressed the convention in behalf 
of the proposed monument to the women of the South, as 
arranged for by the Sons of Veterans. Resolutions were 
adopted expressing appreciation of this tribute to. Confeder- 
ate women, and the U. D. C. promised their moral support 
to the other Confederate organizations in their labor of love 
and devotion in memory of the women of ’61-65. - 

Colonel Herbert made a plea for a monument to the 266 
Confederate dead at Arlington. He told of the arrange- 
tnent of the lot of three and a half acres, with the marble 
aeadstones to the graves, erected by the United States 
government. and of the vacant mound in the center, a fitting 
place for a great Confederate monument. Contributions 
from all over the South will be received for this monument, 
and can be sent to the Arlington Confederate Monument 
Association, in care of the American Security and Trust 
Company, Washington, D. C. Voluntary contributions for 
this monument were received for five minutes during one of 
the sessions, and Divisions, Chapters and individuals made 
pledges at this time amounting to over $500. The U. D. C. 


from their treasury $1,000 for this monu- 


ment. 


The memorial services which uk place early Thursday 
morning were most suitable and impressive; prayer, an 
anthem by a quartette, and the hymn, “How Firm a Foun- 
dation,” made a fitting setting for the resolutions of respect. 
Mrs. Bell, President Mississippi Division, presented beautiful 
resolutions as a tribute to the memory of Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis; Mrs. Wilmer, President of Arkansas Division, reso- 
lutions on Mrs. J. M. Keller, Honorary President U. D. C. 
from Arkansas; Mrs. Thompson, President Alabama Di- 
vision, resolutions on General Joseph Wheeler; Miss Pop- 
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penheim, President South Carolina Division, resolutions on 
Mrs. M. O. Patterson, of South Carolina. From these me- 


morial services there grew up various plans for a suitable 


memorial for Mrs. Jefferson Davis. Finally, Miss Decca 
_ West, of Texas, offered a resolution looking to the placing 


of a memorial window to Mrs. Davis in the Church of the 


Redeemer at Biloxi, where Mrs. Davis had already erected 
-a memorial window to Mr. Davis and one to Miss Winnie 
Davis. This resolution was accepted, and the U. D. C. will 


erect a memorial window to Mrs. Davis in exact harmony, . 
size and make with those already in this little church. There 


will be a Committee in charge and the window will be secured 
from Myer, in Munich, Germany. 

The Division reports, with few exceptions, conformed to 
_ the ten-minute limit, and gave a most comprehensive idea of 
the tremendous work of the Association. These reports 
were read in person by the following State Presidents: Ala- 
-bama, Arkansas, California, Florida, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma, Indian Territory, Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio, 


North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, Virginia — 


and West Virginia. 
Most of the Divisions reported an interest in and care for 


a State Confederate Veteran Home, and earnest work on 
education and scholarships for descendants of Confederates. 


was mentioned in nearly every Division or Chapter report. 
Alabama reported especially work on a State monument 
at Shiloh, and an equestrian statue to Emma Sansom, at 


Gadsden, the first equestrian statue to a woman in America. 


The District of Columbia stressed the work on the monu- 
ment at Arlington, and offered to give a list to any State of 
its Confederate dead buried at Arlington, if requested to 
do so. : 

Arkansas reported five new Chapters and $1,000 in hand 
for a State monument at Shiloh; while California took 
special interest in the starting of a home for needy Confeder- 
ate veterans and Confederate women, and conducted a travel- 
ing library on Southern history and literature. 

Florida had ten delegates present, among whom were the 
four ex-Presidents of the Division, making an unusually 
influential delegation. | 

Georgia’s great work is the Wirtz monument at Anderson- 
ville. Contributions on the floor of the Convention for this 
monument came in rapidly, and $502 were soon subscribed ; 


this was supplemented by a contribution from the general 


UU. De treasury of $500. The Marietta Cemetery this 
Division has put in good order, and has turned over to the 
care of the State of Georgia. The original books recording 
the names of the soldiers buried here were turned over to the 
U. D. C. records. The Division will furnish State lists of 
Confederate soldiers buried at Marietta, if requested, to any 
other Division. The Georgia Daughters are also working 
for the Bartow Industrial School, at Rabun Gap. 


North Carolina has as its co-operative work a memorial 


arch at the cemetery at Raleigh, stones.of which shall be 
given by the Chapters with their names cut in; they also 
_ furnish the rooms at the State Confederate Veteran Home. 
Far off Montana reported in person, and was right wel- 
come to the Convention. 
Mississippi reported a wonderful legislative influence; a 
new County had been named for Jefferson Davis, and an 


Act had been passed to contribute to 


‘Confederate memorials. They have issued their first issue 
of their own official organ, Our Heritage, each Chapter in — 


the State paying a certain sum towards this co-operative 
endeavor. 


The Chapter in the City of Mexico sent its all, $100, to the | 


San Francisco sufferers. 
Illinois is preparing for a State Division, and the Chapter 
at Alton still looks after their Confederate Cemetery, with its 
2,600 graves, only three being marked. They always need 
flowers on June 3d, their Memorial Day. Already they have 
expended $708 on the improvement of this cemetery. 
Tennessee reported ten new: Chapters, seven children aux- 


iliaries, a new Constitution, the preparation of a history of 
the Division, and a year book with programs for two years. 


and a Chapter house for $25,000 begun in Nashville. 

South Carolina reported five new Chapters, the completion 
of the collecting and editing of the second volume of “South 
Carolina Women in the Confederacy,” a State Reunion 
Fund as co-operative work, one local monument unveiled 


and one contracted for. The fourth annual literary session - 
at State Convention to be celebrated in December, Rolls of 


Honor collected. 
‘Texas reported twelve new Chapters, ground broke for 


‘Confederate Woman’s Home, and the unveiling of the 


Albert Sidney Johnston Monument. 
Virginia reported four new Chapters and a deep interest 
in the Stonewall Jackson Memorial Hospital. 


Kentucky, three new Chapters, and the John Morgan 


Monument their most absorbing work. 


Louisiana reported two new Chapters, while Indian Terri- 


tory reported three, and gave notice of the early consolidation 
of the Indian Territory Division and that of Oklahoma. 

The report of the Davis Monument Committee was of 
unusual interest and moment, as it practically closed the 
work of that Committee. The Chairman, Mrs. Holmes, 
reported that the Monument would be completed in every 
detail for unveiling on June 3d, 1907, and a Committee of 
the President of the United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
the President of the Memorial Associations and the Chair- 
man of the Davis Monument Committee was appointed to 
arrange for the details of the unveiling. The Davis Monu- 
ment Committee Treasurer reported that $7,250 had been 
paid Mr. Valentine, $22,760 had been paid the architect, Mr. 
Nolan, and that a balance of $39,570 remained in the 
treasury up to date. | 


The History Committee leweet was read by the Secrecary, — 


in the absence of the Chairman, and after the receipt of this 
report, an ante mortem statement written by Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis, giving her reasons for living at the North, was read 
by Mrs. Rowe, of Mississippi, and received by the Ccnven- 


tion standing, and in silence. Resolutions requesting that 


every U. D. C. Chapter co-operate with the U. C. V. in cele- 
brating January 19th, 1907, the one hundredth anniversary 
of the birthday of General R. FE. Lee, were unanimously 


adopted. These exercises to take the form of a mid-day 


Confederate ceremonial, with the hymns “How Firm a 
Foundation” and “All the Saints Who From Their Labors 
Rest,” and any other exercises of a suitable character. 
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The Historical Souvenir Committee was continued for 
another year. ‘The “Dixie” Committee’s work was ordered 
suspended for a while, and that Commuttee was discharged. 
Shiloh Monument was much discussed, and it was decided 
to arrange for a Shiloh Monument Committee similar to the 
Davis Monument Committee, with representatives from each 
State, and to contribute annually $500 from the U. D. C. 
general treasury to this monument until its completion. 
Many contributions from Chapters and Divisions were 
pledged to the John Morgan Monument, when Mrs. Andrew 
Broaddus a the claims of that great Kentuckian for 
a monument. 

The Committee on the Annual U. D. C. Prize at Colum 
bia University, New York City, made its report, and notice 


was given that this Committee would be made a Standing 


Committee next year, and thus emphasize the educational 
work of the U. D. C. 


The questions concerning the bestowal of the oo of 
Honor were presented by the Committee on Rules for 


Crosses, and carefully discussed and acted upon by the Con- 


vention. It was decided that a Cross lost once may be 
replaced by the presentation of the certificate upon which the 
first Cross was bestowed ; veterans may wll their Crosses to 
lineal descendants, and if there is no lineal descendant, the 
Cross must be buried with the veteran.. A State Recorder of 


- Crosses was decided upon, and a series of books, beginning 
with a Chapter book, then a State book, and finally a U. D. 
—C. Custodian’s book, now must be kept, so as to keep the 


record of every Cross bestowed, and thus protect the Cross. 
Chapters violating these rules for Crosses will be punished 
by being denied the right to bestow Crosses in the future. 


On the retirement of Mrs. Gabbett as Custodian, it was voted 


to give her a jeweled Cross in recognition of her services to 
the U. D. C., and a suitable pin or emblem, with the word 


Founder inscribed, was also voted to Mrs. Goodlett. 


A spirited discussion on the military marker in honor of 
Albert Sidney Johnston on the battle-field of Shiloh brought 
out some interesting historical facts. The Virginia Division 


invited the U. D. C. to a fac simile of Beauvoir at James- 
town, which would be erected and managed by the Virginia 


Division, and it was hoped that it would receive the hearty 
support and co-operation of all U. D. C.’s. A charter mem- 
bership of 50 cents is asked of all interested in. the plan. 
This may be sent Mrs. N. V. Randolph, Richmond, Va. A 
charter receipt will be sent for each subscription, and in this 


way “Beauvoir” will be built by the eager contributions of — 


thousands of U. D. C.’s, who will thus be recognized at the 
Jamestown Exposition. —

Association, and Mrs. Holmes, of South Carolina, Chairman 


Davis Monument Committee, were present, and either on the 


stage or from the floor added much to the interest bala value 
of the Convention. 


THE SOCIAL FEATURES of the tani 5 were most gra- 
cious and elaborate. The Banner Chapter of Gulfport gave 
an. introductory reception on Tuesday night in the pavillion, — 
which was a brilliant affair. The pavillion was most suit- 
ably and extensively decorated with Confederate colors, 
emblems and portraits, and music and delightful refresh- 
ments at numerous small tables promoted the sociability of 
the occasion. Pretty silver coffee spoons tied with red and 


white ribbon were given by the impicts hostesses as souve- 
nirs of the occasion. 


Wednesday night the delegates were entertained by the 


- Mississippi Division at a large reception given in the parlors 
of the Southern Hotel. The daily luncheon served on the 


lower floor of the pavillion, where each delegate had a com- 
fortable seat at table, a two-course -warm luncheon with hot 
coffee, were also the thoughtful provision of the hostess 


Division. Here much social intercourse was possible,-and * 


time and strength were saved and: lengthy DUsinESS sessions 
were made possible. 

_ A social courtesy, which was extended to the Convention 
and which was much appreciated, was a gift of 2 profusion 
of beautiful fall flowers sent for the decoration of the stage 
by the Mississippi Federation of Women’s Clubs, along with 


_a telegram of greetings to the Convention from Mrs. R. E. 


Jones, the President of the Mississippi Federation. 

But the climax of the social pleasures of the Gulfport

The lofty hall and 
the long piazzas on this occasion were thronged with women 
from the entire south, and as they sang the songs of the 
“long ago” in the old drawing room, while their representa- 
tives on the Davis: Monument Committee held earnest and 
final council in Mr. Davis’ own room, the spirit of the mighty 


past held sway for the hour. Out on the lawn “The King’s 


Daughters” served tea and held gentle converse with their 
sister women. In the rear of the building representatives 
from Alabama, ‘Kentucky, Virginia; South Carolina ‘and 
Texas, in little groups, were planting trees from those far 
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off States, a mute : be living’ tie of sisterhood, and as the 
Texas tree was set in place the gentle words, “in memory of 
~ Mrs. Jefferson Davis,” uttered by the Texas President, ex- 
pressed the silent thought of many a woman present, for who 
but a woman could understand the tender memories of the 
home of a great and defeated man! Further down the road 
~ toward the south stands the church at Biloxi, and thither 
wandered many a group of loving and sympathetic U. D. 
C.’s, for here could be seen the beautiful memorial windows 
that Mrs. Davis had so recently erected to her husband and 


her daughter. Under the ever willing and gracious guid- 


ance of its rector, Dr. Crawford, Southern women from 
- many States were shown its beauties, put in touch with its 
memories, and carried away with them a host of sad, tender 
and reverent thoughts of this quiet little country church, so 
intimately associated with a great and unfortunate family 
and destined for historic prominence in the years to come. 
Ivy from its sacred walls will be planted in many a distant 
State, and in the records of the U. D. ©. Calendar the 
“Church of the Redeemer,” at Biloxi, will always be remem- 
bered as the quiet benediction of the 13th Convention of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy. .
